great deal more effect if they coulc 
have been divorced from the personal 
and factional quarrels of Indiana pol- 
itics.

sensations. 


SENATORS ON DEFENSIVE 


Both Senators Watson and Robin- 


son are on the defensive. They will not 
poll the normal Republican vote. As 
for the president, the Indiana state Re- 
publican platform differs from him on 
the world court and farm relief. The 
truth is President Coolidge is^today 
stronger in Indiana than either, of the 
Republican ,candidpj4" an<1 ^ -tsf 1at~ 
tef had played along with the presi- 
dent there today would not be the 
slightest doubt about the result.. 


The people of Indiana do not believe 


all the sensational rumors that have 
been spread about the Klan's influence 
and alleged corruption in the rriali' 
of appointments to public office but 
they are in a suspicious frame of mind 
and the sentiment may be summed in 
the observation of some disinterested 
observers who say "where there's a 
fire there must be smoke." 


WATSON IS POPULAR 


Senator Watson is popular, in fact 


he is stronger than Senator Robinson 
and at present writing the senator 
•would seem to have a fairly good 
chance of polling: a 30.0CO majority. 
Against him is Albert Stump, Demo- 
crat, a young orator of promise who 
has a substantial following. 


Senator Robinson's opponent is Ev- 


ans Woollen, president of one of the 
largest trust companies In the middle 
•west and an upstanding citizen who 
lias the confidence not only of the 
Democratic but of many Republican 
business men. lie Is better known 
here than throughout the state. If 
he were stronger in the country dis- 
tricts his election would be a certain- 
ty. Indeed, l.e is a man of such high 
principle and ability that his admirers 
feel he will le prominently mentioned 
for the Democratic presidential elec- 
tion in 1928 if he carries Indiana this 
time. 


Mr. Wollen is a low tariff man—not 


a free trader but a moderate protec- 
tionist. Ho has been dealing forceful- 
ly with tho tariff question. Fortun- 
ately for him the manifesto of the 
bankers and business men issued last 
•week In Xew York ha. coincided to 
such an extent with his views that he 
•mill not lose so many of the business 
men's votes as might otherwise have 
been the case on account of his argu- 
ment for tariff revision.

reduce rather than increase American 
purchases aboard, in the opinion of 
Secretary Mellon of the treasury. 

Serving formal notice on behalf of 
the administration that the manifesto 
would bring about no change in the 
present tariff policy he approved its 
application to European states on 
the ground that it would effect there 
a condition similar to that existing 
here—free trade among the states of 
the- union.

"WOULD RETARD RECOVERY" 
And reduction 
in 
the American 


tariff rates would act not as a stimu- 
lus but as a boomerang to Europe's 
export trade to the United States, he 
contended, because It would "occasion 
unemployment and reduce our pur- 
chasing power: 
will 
diminish the 


country's consumption 
of commodi- 


ties and cause large surpluses of the 
world's principal products" and would 
not "help certain foreign nations to 
recover from losses occasioned by the 
war, but would retard such recov- 
ery." '• , 
. '.'The trend of trade during the past 
few -"years," he continued, "convince 
ingly confirms the .contention that 
the volume of' Imports is controlled 
by, the purchasing power of .the na- 
tion, rather than the rate of import 
duties assessed." 


EUROPE SELLS MORE 


Europe, he declared, is selling 
in- 


creasingly 
large quantities of pro- 


ducts to the United States, mostly of 
the non-dutiable classes of commodi- 
ties not' produced in the United 
States. During 1916, he added, 65.2 
per cent of the total Imports to the 
United" States_ were 
free of duty, 


these non-dutiable commodities ex- 
ceeding the imports,' both dutiable 
and nori-dutiable, for the year 1914 
by more than sixty per cent. 


Reducing the American tariff rates 


he argued, would drive a large share 
of manufacturing 
away 
from 
the 


United States to countries 
"where 


the costs are less." 


The United States is the largest 


customer in the world today," 
the 


secretary asserted. "If we were not 
prosperous and able to buy Europe, 
also would suiter. It is inconceivable 
to me that American labor will ever 
consent to the abolition of protection 
which would bring the American 
standard of living down to the level 
of that 'in Europe or that the Ameri- 
can farmer could survive if the enor- 
mous consuming power of the people 
in this country was curtailed and his 
market at home destroyed."

children, Gilbert, Jr., 6 had been vis- 
iting the Potter home but recently 
had gone to visit a grandmother, at 
Olney, III.

OF BELGIAN NATION 


Brussels, Belgium—OP)—The Bel- 


gian 
franc will be stabilized at 


174.31 to the pound sterling, it was 
officially announced Monday. The 
franc will remain legal currency for 
domestic usage, but a new gold unit 
called the Belga, and equal approx- 
imately to five paper francs, or 35 
to the pound sterling, will be is- 
sued for foreign transactions. 


Stabilization of the currency will 


be effective from Tuesday when the 
new $100,000,000 stabilization loan 
negotiated in London will IKS,placed 
on the market. 


The loan,-it, is learned, will bear 


interest at 7 per cent, plus one per 
cent for amortization. It is for a 
term of 30 years. • 


Nine state banks have agreed to 


support the loan; the Federal Re- 
serve bank of the United States the 
Bank of. England, 
the Bank •<' of 


France, the Reichsbonk of 
Ger- 


many, and similar banks in Japan, 
Holland, Swecfcn, Austria and Hun- 
gary.

23-Year-Old Meat Trust 


Fight Still Continues 


B£ CHARLES P. STEWART 


Washington—For 23 years the jus- 


tice department has been fighting to 
compel the meat packing industry to 
comply with its interpretation of the 
federal anti-trust laws. 


The fight has been umpired, round 


by round, by a succession of lower 
courts throughout the land. 


Now the federal supreme bench Is 


about to be asked to take over the 
Job of refereeing the strife. 


The justice department has landed 


several telling wallops in the course 
of the mill, but seemingly it lacks 
the punch to make the packers stay 
down for the count. 


The bell rang for the first round 


in 1903, when suit was brought for 
an injunction restraining Swift and 
Company and others from continuing 
various trade practices 
which the 


government contended 
violated the 


Sherman act. 
"~ 


The packers entered a demurrer. 


The government, boring in, got the 
demurrer set aside. 


The packers, falling into a clinch, 


consented to a decree without a trial, 
forbidding most of the practices com- 
plained of. 


Round 2—in 1905. Tho government 


led with an indictment charging Ar- 
mour and Company and other lead- 
ing packers with violating the Sher- 
mon act. 


The packers, covering up, argued 


that they'd admitted the very things 
they were accused of doing, before 
the United States corporations com- 
missioner. 
Having been witnesses 


against themselves, they insisted they 
were immune from prosecution. 


Tho court agreed, and they escaped 
trial. The packers' round. 


Round 3—in 1910. The government 


rushed 
the packers 
with another 


Sherman act indictment. 


For. awhile the packers were out- 


pointed, losing all the preliminary de- 
cisions, but just at the bell they land- 
ed a rousing sock in the form of a 
•jury acquittal, after a three months' 
trial. 


All in all. very much the packers' 


round. 


Round 4—in'1917. The government 


opened with a federal trade commis- 
sion inquiry into the packing indus- 
try. 


It scored heavily with a commis- 


sion report that the packers were cm- 
plojing business practices which vio- 
lated the Sherman and Clayton Anti- 
Trust acts. 


Crowding the industry against the 


ropes, the government then started 
grand jury 
proceedings in Chicago 


and New York. 


Tho packers, punch drunk, consent- 


ed again without trial, to a decree 
in the District of Columbia supreme 
court restraining them, as the at- 
torney general expressed it, "from 
perfecting a monopoly of the nation's 
meat and other food supplies" By 
all odds the government's round. 
„ Round 5—begun in 1924 and still 
going: on. The packers took the ag- 
gressive with a move to ha\e the last 
decree against them set aside. 


The government shook 'em with a 


bodv blow—their motion was denied. 


The packers countered by taking 


the case up to the Dibtiict of Colum- 
bia court of appeals. 


The government now presses the 


fighting with the contention that the 
couit of appeals lacks jurisdiction— 
that now's the time for the United 
States supreme court to step into the 
ring and render a decision, once and 
for all.

SCHOOL KIDS AND AUTOS 


The "school kid and flivver" question is- 


agitating the craniums or school officials 
no little these-days. 


School board after school board is rul- 


ing that children of public school age 
shall not drive cars to and from school. 


Some boards are less stringent, and rule 


only that the cars may not be taken out-at 
recess or on the noon hour. 


"School kid driving" presents the prob- 


lem of boys and girls under legal age en- 
dangering their own lives and the lives of 
others, of congested parking space and 
traffic about school buildings, and too 
free-and-easy conduct before and after 
school hours.

In the last talk about uric acid I &aid that the 


amount ot uric acid In the blood of a healthy per- 
son is about three milligrams to each hundred cubic 
centimeters, or roughly a quarter of a grain to the 
pint. And 1 hope victims of the uric acid obsession 
will remember that I ^aid uric acid is not a poison— 
for we can inject much more of it than has ever 
been found in a well person's blood or a sick per- | 
sou's blood without causing any particular discom- 
fort. I hope such deluded souls win bear In mind 
another 
physiological fact I mentioned, namely, 


that uric acid has no bearing upon "acidosis" or 
"acidity of the blood" or "too much acid in the 
system." Repetition of the.sc physiological and un- 
questionable facts is necessary not only to impress 
them upon a misinformed laity but to rub the 'sore 
hides of the nostrum monger, the old fashioned 
quack and the new fangeled fad healer who ply a 
brisk trade with folk obsessed with uric acid. 


Taking- three milligrams in 100 cc. of blood as 


the normal quantity of Tiric acid, here are some 
figures revealed by scientific chemical tests in vari- 
ous cases: 


3.1, mgr. to 100 cc. blood in a case of duodenal 


ulcer. 


6.0 rag-, to 100 cc. blood in a case of diabetes. 
2.3 me. to 100 cc. blood in a case of chronic neph- 


ritis. 


9.7 m. to 100 cc. blood in a case of cancer. 
8.3 mjr. to 100 cc. blood in a case of chronic neph- 
ritis. 
5.5 me. to 100 cc. blood in a case of cancer. 
7.2 m$r. to 100 cc. blood in a case of prostratic 


obstruction. . 


11.4 mg. to 100 cc. blood in a case of acute neph- 
ritis. 
9.0 mg. to 100 cc. blood in a case of pneumonia. 
8.4 mg. to 100 cc. blood in a case of gout. 
Interesting to note the excess of uric acid in 


various conditions, but it doesn't help us much in 
getting at the cause of the trouble or in the treat- 
ment. 


If I should learn, from a chemical examination, 


that there is an excess o£ uric acid in my blood, 
and if I suffered twinges of pain or typical attacks 
of "gout," I should not attempt to eschew purins 
or the foods from which uric acid may bo derived, 
because I doubt whether any benefit is to be ob- 
tained In that way. And as for excluding uric acid 
material from my diet on the mere fancy that my 
trouble were due to uric acid (that is, a surmise 
not supported by chemical test of the blood), why, I 
hope I shall never become so tractable as that. 


It happens that the foods which contain consider- 


able purin (nitrogenous material from which -uric 
acid may be derived), such as liver, sweetbreads, 
most meats, meat soups, peas, beans, fish, aspara- 
gus, onions, mushrooms, tea, coffee, chocolate, arc 
desirable in an ordinary diet, for one reason and 
another and besides they arc pretty good to eat. Of 
course, a precise or squeamish sort of person might 
worry along safely if not very happily on a diet 
consisting mainly of milk, eggs, cottage cheese, 
bread, fresh vegetables, fresh fruits, butter,' sugar 
and sweets generally, yes. one might live very well 
on such a diet, but as T say I'd prefer liver and 
bacon, French fry, and a couple cups of coffee, for 
my health. 
From a survey of the recent views of medical 


authorities on the uric acid question I conclude 
that if there is really an excess of uric acid in the 
blood or a deposit or deposits of sodium monourate 
in the tissues, such abnormality is rather a secon- 
dary feature of the disease in question, and inid- 
cates, not that one is consuming- too much uric 
acid forming food, but rather that one's metabol- 
ism or oxidation process is too slow.

THE "BIRTH" OF A WORK OF ART 


A rather commonly used metaphor 


:peaks of the "birth" of a poem, novel, 
picture or any work of art. I wonder 
tow many there are who realize to 
what degree the word "birth" applies 
iterally to the coming into being of a 
vork 'of art—or even, for that matter, 
many things that merely aspire to be 
vorks of art and that never achieve 
hat high estate? 


While I was in the barber's chair 


and at that point of the 
operation 


vhen it was impossible for me to talk 
the barber talked literature, although 
! would rather have heard about the 
exploits of his dog. "I have always 
nought." he said, "I would have been 
writer if I'd only had a college edu- 


cation." Not being able to talk I could 
not point out that very many great 
writers have never seen the inside of 
a college and that Jack London left 
college because he thought 
it was 


spoiling him as a writer. 


IDEA OF NON-WRITERS 


But the barber's idea is significant 


because it is held by a very great 
many non-writers. 
Many 
express 


openly and many more hold secretly 
the thought that they could have 
written novels or poems and plays if 
only this or that had been different. 
Usually they say they would have done 
t if they had only had time. 


In other words, they consciously or 


unconsciously think of creative writ- 
ing under the figure of a 
carpenter 


erecting a building, something that can 
be learned by a person of average In- 
telligence if he gives his attention to 
it In spite of the much-used meth- 
aphor, "the birth of a work of art," it 
appears that in actual practice few 
non-writers ever regard the creation 
of a work of art as a real birth, with 
its period of gestation, its I' .-' 


Creating a work of art is commonly 


regarded as a very pleasant thing. The 
creative artist knows that often it Is 
horribly unpleasan' and that it is 
achieved only with pain and anguish. 
George Elliot nearly died of writing 
"Romola." and Dickens often came 
near the verge of nervous collapse 
when at work on his books. The reason 
is that works of art are not built with 
the pen or typewriter. If they are true 
works of art they are created-out of 
bodies and hearts and minds of the 
writers. If those bodies and heads and 
minds are vital the work of art is 
likely to be vital; It not. anaemic or 
colorless, just as the child of anaemie 
parents is likely to be born with thin 
blood in its veins. 


Given a true artist, the work of ar: 


reative artists to this effect to remove 
t beyond reasonable doubt "Why does 
he brief sight of an old woman in a 
iris restaurant create in Arnold Ben- 
lett "The Old Wives' ^ale"? "Why does 
he passing glimpss of a girl on a farm 
vagon create in David Graham Phil- 
ips "The.Kise and Fall of Susan Len- 
iox"? Neither Bennett nor Phillips 
would have been able to give a satis- 
actory answer. The themes remained 
with them and in them for months and 
•ears and finally developed into ar- 
ticulate works of art. And perhaps ev- 
ery creative writer has had the same 
experience. 


MATERIAL GOVERNS ARTIST 
At last when the actual writing 


stage comes, the conscious skill is 
buoght to bear on the job—the ability 
o spell for instance and to write 
grammatically and to organize literary 
naterial and to manage dialog, etc.,— 
ut by that time the work of art has 
n the real sense already been born. 


It is generally assumed that the 


creative writer governs his material, 
hat for instance he could write one 
jook or two books a year if he cared 
to give the* time to it. Many writers do 
ust that but their ,books are not by 
any means always works of art. The 
real artist knows that his material 
usually governs him and takes posses- 
sion of him and that a work of art 
must be born in him before he can 
jive it tofthe world. Conrad was asked 
for a story. "Just as if I can shake 
stories out of my sleeve", he answer- 
ed. No story ha£ been born in him just 
then and being a true artist he could 
not give, the editor what he did not 
have, no matter what price was offer- 
ed.

FURNITURE MUST FOLLOW STYLE OF HOUSE; 


HARMONY IS NOT SACRIFICED TO "PERIODS"

HE history of furniture Is the 
history of civilization. The house 


old articles with which man has sur- 
oundcd himself through the ages have 
cflccted his tas>te and his interests 
t each period of. his progress. 
It will always bo possible to judge 
household by the furniture it gath- 


rs around it. Not only because !m- 
eccablc taste 
will reflect credit on 


he home maker, .but also because it 
latormlly Hdds to the enjoyment of 
he home, is it necessary for the mis- 
ress of the household to study furni- 
ure before she makes her choice. 
Architectural line is ^fundamentally 
..portant 
in furnitures. 
Wherever 


x>ssiblc. it must follow to some extent 
he architectural typo of the house 
.self, and the structure of tho room. 
Jarmony of line and color and scale 
s far more important than a strict 
dherence to "periods." 


KNOW YOUR HISTORY 


However. It Is best to learn some- 
hing about the historic periods in 
urniturc before you begin to combine 
hem. The marks which distinguish 
>eriods may be seen in the shape of 
he backs and legs oC chairs and tables 
n the ornamental detail, in the carv- 
ng and metal accessories, and in the 
upholstering and wood. 


We know that before the Renais- 


sance there was no upholstery, and 
urniturc was massive and crude and 
omcwhat uncomfortable. Later, cane 
eats and backs and ornamental carv- 
ng were introduced in an effort to- 
vard luxury"and beauty. 


With Louis Xlllr velvets and tap- 
istries and damasks came into use for 
upholstery chairs and 
couches 
and 


or beds. Each successive period is an 
ncreasing feeling for beauty and com- 
ort in household goods. 


After gaining a general knowledge 


jf periods and tradition, the home 
maker needs a few practical hints on 
he choice of individual pieces. 


First of all. there is the • question 


of -woods. Oak, Cherry and cypress 
came into use in Elizabethan 
and 


'acobean times: walnut, beech and 
holly were first extensively used be- 
tween 1660 and 1700; the early Ameri- 
can woods were pine, oak, walnut 
and elm, until 1820, when maple and 
mahogany from San ' Domingo were 
added to the list. 


Many women ask: .."May, we use 


several woods in the same room?" 


Here again. I must plead for var- 


ety, rather than 
monotony. Blend- 


ed with care, several different woods 
give far more charm to a room than 
a "set" of any one material. Walnut 
s successfully combined with the dul- 
cr colors of mahogany, with cherry, 
and even 
with certain shades of 


maple. 


Styles and materials must be blend- 


ed intelligently, according to a knowl- 
edge of history and of/art. Thus, you 
will not hesitate 
to use a Chlhese 


acqurered cabinet in a Queen Anne 
room i£ you -know th.at the Queen Anne 
aeriod actually 
introduced Chinese 


furnishings into Kngland and Holland 
as a result of the opening of the great 
Oriental trade routes. 


Lacquer may be adapted to many 


types of rooms, because its rich color 
and design .add piquancy and variety, 
-without interfering with the general 
scheme. 


"Sets" of furnjture have, happily, 


gone the way 'of many conventiona' 
iigly things. Even dining rooms are 
jcing furnished 
with miscellaneous 


pieces, and are benofitting greatly by 
he innovation. 
- The arrangement of furniture is al- 
most as important as its selection 
The decorator 
must first 
draw a 


sketch, to scale, of the room he is 
working on. Then he must mark the 
large spaces and decide what heavy 
pieces shall go into them. The smaller 
pieces then can be grouped more eas- 
ily- 


Observe the principles of balance in 


plotting your floor and wall space. Do 
not overload one side of the room with 
heavy pieces, leaving the other side 
almost empty. 


Place large articles of furniture in 


relation to tho architectural lines o 
the room. For example, in a long nar- 
row room, place your davenport along 
the long side of the room, rather thai 
crosswise in the center, where it wouli 
cut the i'uuin in two. Of course, if the 
room is very large, or almost square 
this crosswise placing would be cor 
rect.

the shorter wall is liable to overbal 
ance the other end of the room. „

or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for 
voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or Indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


(b) If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party he shall make a cross or other mark under the'party designation printed at the top of the ballot 


in the circle made for that purpose. A ballot so marked and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates to that party in the column underneath, unless the names- 
of some of the candidates of the party have been erased or a name shall be written in or a cross mark be placed in the square at the right of the name or names of candidates in 
another column. If the voter does not wish to vote for all the candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a cross or mark in the square at the right 
of the name of the candidate for whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing in the name of the candidate. 


(c) A voter may vote for an entire group of candidates for presidential electors by making a cross (X) or mark in the circle (0) under the party designation at the head 


of the party column, or he may vote for the candidates for presidential electors by making a cross(X). or mark in-the square at the right of the name of each candidate for elec- 
tor for whom he wishes to vote' If a voter does not wish to vote for any one or more candidates for presidential electors in the group, he may erase the name of such candi- 
date or candidates and may write in the space provided therefor, the name or names of the persons for whom he desires to vote, and the cross (X) or mark in the circle (0) at 
the head of the party column shall count as a vote for each of the candidates in sudi column. If a voter does not wish to vote for any candidates for president or vice presi- 
dent or for any presidential electors, whose names appear upon the ballot, he may insert or write in the names of the candidates for president and vice president, and presiden- 
tial electors to a number equal" to the number of electors to be elected, in the appropriate spaces in the blank column at the right of the ballot.

Success Of Pass Due 


To Decision Of Passer 


BY "SWEDE" OBERLAXDER 


Upon one decision of the passer de- 


pends the succesi of the pass. In the 
majority of forward pass plays there 
are two or three and sometimes four 
men eligible to receive. The selection 
of the safest and most logical receiver 
hinges upon the snap judgment of the 
raster. 


He must make a rapid survey of 


the position of the defense, the speed 
of the receivers and their probable 
course. He must size up the situation 
instantly. 
He has no time to waste. 


The defensive linemen are rushing 
3iim. The secondary defense are cov- 
ering their territory. 


The situation is constantly chang- 


ing. To whom will he make the pass? 
A moment lost means an uncompleted 
pass or a possible interception. 


I find it jny greatest fault to make 


my decision previous to the begin- 
ning of the play. Often this precon- 
ceived pass never is executed. Per- 
haps the intended receiver is chcck- 
t-d or blocked by the defending line- 
"sen even before leaving* the scrim- 
•~»aj;c Sine. 


This new situation requires a flust- 


ered change of action whose result of-i 


ten Is disastrous. It means a hurried 
pass thrown off balance without pre- 
cison and with little hope of it being 
received. 


The judgment of the passer again 


is called Into action where it seems 
possible there are 
two eligible re- 


ceivers free and expectant. 


To whom is it safest to pass? One 


has cat wide and Is taking hih course 
toward the sideline; the other is head- 
ed down the field directly over the 
line of scrimmage. It always is dang- 
erous to change the wide pass. It is 
difficult to cover and easy to inter- 
cept, and when intercepted there is a 
clear, straight path for a touchdown. 


It is to be remembered that the 


loss of the ball by Interception is 
greater than it apparently scemp. Not 
only is the attacking team immediate, 
iy put on the defensive but it results 
In a loss of 40 or 50 yards, the dis- 
tance that could be gained by a good 
kick. 


The ends should always return to 


the passer and report to him. Pos- 
sibly his rapid glance has not included 
one who has been uncovered. Remem- 
ber, if the wide man is selected, al- 
ways cover and call up to the line- 
man to aid, also.

of both ballot clerks, and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk 
may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


(b) If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party he shall make a cross or other mark under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the 


circle made for that purpose. A ballot so marked and having no other mark will be counted for all'the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some 
of the candidates of the party have been erased or a name shall be written in or a cross mark be placed in the square at the right of the name or names of candidates in another col- 
umn. If the voter does not wish to vote for all the candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a cross or mark in the square at the right of the name 
of the candidate for whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing in the name of the candidate. 


(c) A voter may vote for an entire group of candidates for presidential electors by making a cross (X) or mark in the circle (0) nnder the party designation at the head of the 


. party column, or he may vote for the candidates for presidential electors by making a cross (X) or mark in the square at the right of the name of each candidate for elector for whom 


he vrish'es to vote. If a voter does not wish to vote for any one or more candidates for presidential electors in the group, he may erase the name of such candidate or candi- 
dates and may write in the upace provided for therefor, the names or names of the person or whom he desires to vote, and the cross (X) or mark in the circle (0) at the head of 
the party column shall count as a vote for each of the candidates in such column.
